56.  It  was  noted  also  in  Keene,  where  the  regulation 
game  ended  in  a  60-60  deadlock,  only  to  have  the 
Falcons  lose  73-66  in  a  five  minute  overtime. 

Although  completing  the  season  with  a  some- 
what poor  record,  the  F.  T.  C.  charges  did  come  up 
with  two  promising  sophomores:  Dave  Murphy  and 
George  McGaw.  Murphy  led  the  team  scoring  with 
12.5  points  per  game,  with  McGaw  second  averaging 
10.4  points  per  game. 

Next  year  should  prove  to  be  a  much  more  suc- 
cessful season  with  McGaw,  Murphy,  Pollock,  and 
LaFlame  coming  back,  along  with  the  promising 
Freshmen  from  the  J.    V    team.

The  Student  Cooperative  Association  has  existed 
on  this  campus  for  fifteen  years.  All  undergraduate 
students  of  F.  T.  C.  become  members  upon  payment 
of  annual  dues  which  allows  them  to  attend  all  ac- 
tivities. 

The  legislative  body  of  the  Association  is  the 
Student  Cooperative  Council,  composed  of  four  of- 
ficers and  two  representatives  from  each  of  the  four 
classes.  Nominees  for  officers  are  selected  from  the 
third  and  fourth  year  classes  and  are  elected  by  the 
entire  student  body.
